Coughlin and O'Sullivan were 
together, while Burke was alone on the other 
side of the corridor. ‘The little German, 
Kunze, seemed to hold himself apart from the 
other prisoners and remained in his cell, stiil 
refusing to be comforted in his misfortune.

1. Applications for permits to erect poles must 
ke accom panied by a plan indicating the proposed 
location of the same; sugh pian, if approved, may 
uddergo modification in miuor details, subject to 
the approval of the city ongineer, and committee 
having such matters in charge. Tt shall not be ad- 
missible to occupy aly main street with poles or 
other supports where it is practicable to penetrate 
any <distriet or supply the cecupants of auy one 
a@yuare by erecting such poles and suppons in the 
miley ways. j 
2 The polee of a main line on any street must 
be confined to one side of the strect unless a special 
permit to the contrary be granted; and in future 
construction po'es of suificient size and height 
ghali be used as to admit of all telegraph,telephone 
and all ala‘m wires being placed on the same 
poles, all persons or companies paying a pro rate 
part of consiruction, according to serviee. The 
city reserves the right to place fire alarm wires on 
all poles erectedin her streets, alleyways, or pub- 
lic places without cost, ;

The lady had complained of being unwell, 
and had been in feeble health for several 
years.

HABIT OF TAKING QUININE 
for the relief of neuralgia, and abdout 4 p. m. 
on Monday afternoon, took a dose, andin a 
few minutes ran to the verandah and scream- 
ed for help. She was at the house alone at 
the time, and her husband and the hands were 
near the house picking cotton. They ran to 
the house, and she stated that she had takena 
dose of quinine and was poisoned. She was 
having spasms and said she was dying. Her 
husband sent for a physician, but she was 

DEAD IN THIRTY MINUTES, 

Flying rumors had been in cireulation for 
some time to the effect that Mr. Armour’s son 
Tom and the deceased were not om good terms; 
that she had stated to different parties that she 
feared that she was in danger of her life, etc. 
Family jars and dissensions were the talk of 
the neighborhood, and from this circumstance, 
and the suddenness of her death arose 

SUSPICION OF FOUL PLAY. 

Mr. Armour is a gentleman past sixty years 
of age, strictly honest, temperate, industrious 
and well to do fiuancially, and he did all in 
his power to aid in the investigation of the 
case, but, after examining all the witnesses 
accessible, the jury retired and rendered a ver- 
vict that the deceased came to her death from 
heart disease, general debility and nervous 
affections, the immediate cause being an over- 
dose of quinine or other 

MEDICINE TAKEN BY HERSELF. 

She was a Miss Barton, and her father wasa 
prominent Baptist minister of Pickens county, 
south Carolina. After her marriage to Mr. 
Armour, five years ago, she formed the 
acquaintance of the best society, and was 
much esteemed as a lady of culture and refine- 
ment. Her death, somewhat shrouded in 
mystery, has cast a gloom over the community. 
The body will be carried back to West Union, 
S. C., for interment.

Mr. Stringer was carried to his residence, about 
two hundred yards fiom where he was shot, 
on a stretcher, and his wound immediately exam- 
ined by Drs. Smith and Oslin.

The Boston Style of Poetry. 

The Boston Transcript is raving over 
Browning’s poetry. It is peculiarly happy 
in its quotations. Many thousands, it says, 
have been comforted by these two lines: 

“What I aspired to be, 
And was not, comforts me!’’ 

Nothing could be finer—nothing could be 
moré sensible. Men are not really thirsting 
for success in this life. They may clamor 
for it, but what they really want is failure. 
At least, this is one construction to be 
placed upon Browning’s lines. We feel 
tempted to express the idea still more 
strongly. Why not say: 

The things we fail to get, 
We most enjoy, you bet! 

Now, this has the genuine Browning 
flavor. It may be somewhat crude, but the 
world of sense embodied in it cannot fail to 
ebarm the thoughtful Boston reader. 

The great beauty of the Boston style of 
poetry, as we intimated before, is not mere 
rhyme or rhymth—it is the robust horse 
sense animating and dominating it. The 
examples already given speak for them- 
selves, 
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A Specimen Republican Paragraph. 

Those of our readers who do not have the 
opportunity of examining the republican 
mewspapers of the north can have no idea of 
the remarkable things they miss. Occasion- 
ally we reproduce some of them for infor- 
mation as well as amusement, just as we 
reproduce the geographical blunders of the 
British newspapers when they refer to herds 
of buffalo in the suburbs of Chicago, or 
something of that kind. 

The British blunders are to some extent 
excusable, because the ignorance of which 
they are the result is natural enough under 
the circumstances, The same excuse, how- 
ever, cannot be put forward in behalf of the 
northern republican papers, for their blun- 
ders and misrepresentations are not less the 
result of prejudice and partisanship than of 
ignorance. 

Here, for instance, isthe Philadelphia 
Inquirer, a paper that seems to be, on first 
view, edited with great tact, discretion and 
intelligeace. In its editorial columns we 
find the following paragraph, which would 
put some of our British friends to blush: 
“If the negro in the south,’’ says the 
Inquirer, ‘‘is as useful and as happy as 
Orator Grady depicts him, why do the 
southern states ask congress to remove him 
to some other part of the country?” 

With just as much propriety, we might 
ask why the people of Philadelphia have 
petitioned congress to have the Inquirer 
suppressed. The answer to both questions 
would bethe same. The southern states 
have uot asked congress to have the negroes 
removed to some other part of the country. 
Their emigration has been discussed, but al] 
the importance the discussion could™ claim 
grew out of the fact that the negroes them- 
selves were considering such a movement. 

There are @ great many people in the 
south who think it would be to the advan- 
tage of both races for the negroes to colonize 
somewhere, and prominent among those 
whoentertain that_ belief are some of the 
leading negroes themselves. Asa matter of 
fact, every colonization movement in the 
south and every so-called exodus has been 
organized and prometed (so far as it has 
been promoted at all) by the negroes them- 
selves, assisted by the active railroad agents, 
It is also a fact that in every movement of 
this sort, the negroes have been the victims 
of the rapacious of their own race. 

So far from asking congress to have the 
Megroes removed to some other part of the 
country, every southern state in which an 
exodus movement has been organized has 
taken measures to protect the credulous 
blacks from the wiles of the railroad and 
Jabor agents, white and black, All this is 


| perfectly well-known to the Philadelphia 


Inquirer, and yet that paper has the effront- 
ery to announce that the southern states are 
asking congress to remove the negroes to 
some other part of the country.

The Rev. Sam Jones is perfectly at home 
in his chosen field of evangelical work, but 
when he wanders outside of it he sometimes 
says some very queer things.

Jones said: ‘*The south of today is com- 
pletely transformed into a new yankeedom, 
and the yankees are native southerners.”’ 

Itis plain enough that the evangelist 
simply wanted his hearers to understand the 
southern situation. He desired to say some- 
thing about southern progress and enter- 
prise, and so he characterized his section as 
‘ta new yankeedom.”’ Such a phrase is mis- 
leading. The original yankeedom—New 
England—has seen its best days—the climax 
of its prosperity. Farms are being aban- 
doned, great industries are shifting south- 
ward, and.the young men are seeking homes 
and new fields elsewhere. No such condi- 
tions prevail in the south. Yankeedom is 
wrestling with the socialistic problem, and 
various other troublesome problems. The 
south is too busy, prosperous and happy to 
be disturbed by these matters. Yankeedom 
is trying reckless experiments in religion, 
politics and society. ‘The south, conserva- 
tive always, holds fast to the old-fashioned 
religion and the well-established principles 
of government and social order. 

Mr. Jones meant to say that the material 
progress of the south is something remark- 
able, and that our advancement in other 
lines is equally noteworthy. All this could 
be described withcut saying a word about a 
new yankeedom. The energy and brain 
power of the south areherown. They have 
always characterized our people, and the 
fact that they are just now brought more 
generally into profitable action does not 
justify Mr. Jones in calling his fellow-citi- 
zens down this way yankees even in the 
most complimentary sense, ‘The south isa 
good name for this section, and the most 
enterprising southerner has no ambition to 
call himself a yankee.

NEWS OF THE CORRTS. 


The Glenn McCord Ca-e Up For a Third 
Time—The Conley Case. 

The Glenn McCord perjury case was called 
in the superior court yesterday moruving before 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke, 

For the third time McCord is being tried, charged 
with perjury as a witness for the defense on the 
Eddleman murder tria!, the details of which are 
familiar to the readers of the CoNSTITUTION. 

On the first arraignment, before Judge Marshall 
Clarke, a mistrial was declared. The second trial 
was before Judge Richard H. Clark, and on that 
McCord was found guilty. He was sentenced 
toten years in the penitentiary, but a new trial 
was granted, and by request of both judge and 
lawyers the case was again carried belore Judge 
Marshall Clarke, 

Some difliculty was anticipated in securing 
a jury, and to provide against this an additional 
panel was struck last week to insure a hearing of 
the case without delay. The morning session of 
the court yesterday was occupied in making up the 
jury, and the trial had but gotten well under way 
when a recess was taken to this morning. 

Solicitor C. D. Hillappeared for the state and 
Messrs. Reuben Arnoildand C, T. Ladson for the 
defendant. 

McCord bas been confinedin Fallon county jail 
ever since his arrest in North Carolina, and subse- 
quent trial and conviction, about six months ago, 
Heisayoung man, boyish in appearance, and 
when he came in the court yesterday looked neat 
and clean, apparently in good health and spirits.
